This Is 'the question that .thoughtful citizens will 
want to settle in their own inlndu before casling their 
ballots next week.

Regardless of all the healed arguments, blasted 
personalities', cowardly innuendo*, whispered falsehoods 
and other forms of pollll.-;il haired, the one bijc issue :;( 
stake as fur as (he uvoragi. voter irt concerned is UOOl) 
GOVERN.\1E.NT. lly this We mean, tile betterment of the 
entire community, protection of home; and the safe­ 
guarding of our women and children.

None of us know what is in store before the terms 
of-the present city council members expire. There may 
be grave questions of civilian defense as the result of 
the fast moving International war. Other communities 
are already actively mapping |>luns to protect their resi­ 
dent's and their property. We will want men at the helm 
of our city government who will be alert to the perils 
and capable of effectively meeting any emergency. It. 
will require men of strong character and sound judg­ 
ment, whose honesty is unquestioned.

Because Toiiance is situated In the heart of the de­ 
fense area, great opportunities for rapid growth and In­ 
creased employment are. offered. We should have men 
representing our city who can make the most, of these 
advancements.

None of the three councilmen who are up for recall 
next Tuesday measure up to these requirements, as has 
been shown by their actions. Full opportunity of ap­ 
praising these men has been given by The Herald, thru 
Its almost verbatim report of everything that has been 
said and done at the council sessions. Regardless of what 
may be chiimrtl- by biased politicians, the official min­ 
utes of the council meetings contain jiotliing of import­ 
ance that has not be«n accurately reported through 
these columns.

There seems little need to review all that has hap­ 
pened. Surely everyone who has followed their .actions 
and studied their motives knows by now I hat Council- 
men Powell, Murray and liiibc.oek are wholly unfitted for 
the offices tHey hold ami they should be recalled.

The Important thing to remember is to get out ami 
vote next Tuesday. And be sure to indicate on your bal­ 
lot that the vacancies shall be filled "by special election." 
Otherwise, if a majority of the council is rec7illed, the 
recalJees themselves would remain in office long enough 
to appoint their successors and the" whole recall move­ 
ment would be scuttled.

retain that title. Powell informed 
City Clerk A. H. Bartlett "oui 
action will stand until such 
time as Young reports for duty.'

Totals '1,587

Contending that only one aud- 
I it, costing $750, was ordered by 
! the city council during the con­ 
troversy surrounding dismissal 
of former Judge Robert Lessing, 
Councilman Lawrence V. Bab- 
cock at council session Tuesday 
night declared The Herald wafi 
in error in asserting the audit I 
lees "amounted to $1.800."

However, when asked by Gro 
ver C. Whyte, publisher of The 
Herald, to give the itemized ac­ 
count of the audits he had just 
received from City Clerk A. 
Bartlett, Babcock read off the 
following figures:

"$300.00 for an audit of the 
city books following the death of 
L. O. Stevens, deputy city clerk; 
$1,112.50 for a quarterly audit 
made November 14, 1938; $425 
for a separate audit of the wat 
er department records, and $750 
for an audit of 'May 27, 1941 
covering the city court for a six 
and one-half year period." This 
totalled $1,587.50.

The Herald last week reported 
Three special audits were au­ 

thorized by the city council en­ 
tailing an expense to Torrance 
taxpayers alone of $1,587.50."
